‘STYLISH HOTEL’ 
FOR TOLWORTH? 


105-bed development and pool feature in plans 


The regeneration of Tolworth 
could include a 105-bedroom 
hotel, if developer CNM Estates 
is successful in its latest plan¬ 
ning application. 

The plans for the three or four star, 
hotel include a swimming pool and 
spa. 

It would be built just off Kingston 
Road, on the petrol station site near 
Tolworth station, and would also fea¬ 
ture a restaurant, bar and confer¬ 
ence facilities for up to 200 people. 

Accommodation would be split 
over four levels, with the main 
lounge and restaurant areas on the 
ground floor and the conference fa¬ 
cilities on the first floor, along with 
meeting rooms and a bar.

An underground car park would 
have 60 spaces for guests and further 
bicycle spaces. 

In an effort to be green, solar pan¬ 
els would be used to heat water and 
reduce the hotel’s carbon footprint. 

Developers, working with Paul 
Brook Architects, said the structure 
would fit with other developments in 
the area. 

Wahid Samady, CEO of Surbiton- 
based CNM Estates, said: “I am per¬ 
sonally very excited about this 
project as the area is currently poor¬ 


ly served by quality hotel accommo¬ 
dation. 

“In line with our ‘developing style’ 
philosophy, CNM Estates hopes to 
create a stylish hotel that adds to the 
general vibrancy of the area, as well 
as supporting the shops, bars and 
restaurants in Tolworth Broadway. 

“In providing larger than normal 
accommodation, and the very best 
use of ground-breaking technology, 
we are in a position to create a hotel 
that can be enjoyed by businesses, 
communities and local people alike.” 

John Hanrahan, chairman of the 
Donald Woods Gardens Residents’ 
Association, supported the plans, but 
raised concerns over parking in the 
area. 


He said: “It would be a good idea to 
have a hotel. Some of the flats 
around here are quite small and a 
hotel would be helpful if people have 
guests to stay. 

“The most likely concern would be 
to do with the traffic issues, particu¬ 
larly parking. This area is becoming 
more difficult for parking. 

“What could happen if a hotel 
springs up near the station and they 
try to economise with the number of 
parking spaces, is guests have to look 
for parking in residential streets. 
Then that could be messy. There 
would be no winners.” 

The plans are expected to go to 
council in July and the hotel is ex¬ 
pected to take a year to build.

A blaze that gutted a butcher’s 
shop in New Malden is being 
investigated as a suspected 
arson. 

Six fire engines were called to 
New Malden Butcher, Burling¬ 
ton Road, at 12.12am on April 
16, and about 30 firefighters 
tackled the fire. 

A hazard zone was set up after 
two propane cylinders, which 
can explode if exposed to heat, 
were discovered. 

Station manager Neil Sin¬ 
clair, of New Malden fire sta¬ 
tion, said it was reported that 
people were living above the 
shop but, after firefighters with 
breathing apparatus conducted 
a search, no one was found and 
no evacuation was necessary. 

Mr Sinclair said: “The fire 
brigade was called to reports of 
rubbish alight at the back of a 
shop and dwelling. 

“However, when crews ar¬ 
rived, it was clear that there 
was a more severe fire in 
progress so the officer in 
charge immediately called for 
assistance.”

garan Enterprises, said he was 
doing some paperwork when he 
heard a loud bang. 

“I rushed out of the shop and 
there was a bright light and 
thick black smoke every¬ 
where,” he said. 

“It’s a big shock - I’ve never 
seen anything like it in this 
area.” 

Mr Sinclair said: “Fifty per 
cent of the back of the property 
was alight but through prompt 
firefighting the crews managed 
to contain the fire.” 

Despite mystified customers 
still milling around the charred 
remains of the shop, the prop¬ 
erty was deserted last week. 

A worker at Anthurium, a 
dress and fabric shop next door, 
said it had been forced to close 
for a week because of water 
and smoke damage and staff 
were worried at losing takings. 

Crews from New Malden, 
Wimbledon, Surbiton, Sutton 
and Kingston attended the 
blaze, which was under control 
by 1.01am.

He said: “We’re opening the 
sixth form but we can’t run 
anything else because the 
members of other unions 
won’t cover for the staff.”

Residents join forces

He said if the council refused the 
cemetery planning proposal, Mr 
Dunne would be forced to continue 
using it as a sports ground. 

Fulham Football Club, whose 
training ground is opposite the 
proposed cemetery, has been asked 
if it would want to extend its 
training facilities and use the 
grounds for youth coaching. 

Motspur Park resident and lead¬ 
er of the council’s Conservatives 


Councillor Howard Jones has 
campaigned against the cemetery 
plans and opened the meeting on 
Saturday. 

He has accepted that this conflict 
of interests rules him out of any 
council discussions on the subject, 
but argued it was vital to “stand 
up and be counted”. 

He said: “We have no need in the 
area for a cemetery. 

“We have got enough burial 
ground for the next 40 years.” 

Dozens of residents plan to voice 
their concerns at the next 
Maidens and Coombe neighbour¬ 
hood committee meeting on May 
14, before a decision is made later 
this summer. 


Hospital bus route extension review 


Bus routes to and from 
Kingston Hospital are to be re¬ 
viewed as part of a campaign to 
improve transport for patients. 

Richmond Park MP Susan 
Kramer, who wants better pub¬ 
lic transport from Richmond to 
Kingston Hospital, met Trans¬ 
port for London (TfL) and 
Kingston Hospital representa¬ 
tives last week. 

The hospital supports resi¬ 


dents who want the 371 bus 
route to be extended to the hos¬ 
pital, Mrs Kramer said. 

She said: “TfL is now taking 
the problem far more seriously. 
In the past, bus planners had 
failed to recognise that 
Kingston Hospital now serves a 
much wider area, including 
Richmond and Barnes, which 
once relied on Queen Mary’s 
but which is no longer a district 


hospital.” 

TfL will now take a more de¬ 
tailed look at whether changes 
of route on either the 371 or the 
K5 could improve the connec¬ 
tion without disrupting other 
commuters. 

A hospital spokesman said: 
“The trust will continue to be 
involved in discussions with 
TfL to improve public transport 
to the hospital.”

She said: “They may not like the 
questions but I have no doubt if 
they devised a questionnaire I 
wouldn’t like it either.”

Magic ends 

Kingston’s Magic Roundabout 
charity will close its doors for good 
on June 30 this year, it was decided 
this week.

MP urges alcoholics’ treatment 


Alcohol treatment must be prioritised 
says MP Susan Kramer, who visited the 
closure-threatened Addiction Support 
and Care Agency (Asca) recently. 

The Richmond Park MP visited the 
agency to discuss its current funding 
crisis. 

Asca receives no money from the 
Kingston Drug and Alcohol Action 
Team. 

Ranjit Dhillon from Asca said: “Since 
we lost our funding we are living off 
our own steam. 

“We will not refuse a service - this 
would go against all our ethics. We will 
review the service in September and if 
we are not making enough money to 
pay for staff and overhead costs then 


we will have to close it down.” 

Susan Kramer added: “The Govern¬ 
ment fails to recognise that, in our 
area, alcohol problems are far more 
prevalent than drug problems. 

“It is totally unacceptable that most of 
Asca’s programmes of individual coun¬ 
selling rely on fees from users, so the 
service is continually struggling.” 

Mayoral candidate Boris Johnson also 
met with Asca as part of alcohol aware¬ 
ness week, and promised to get tough 
on councils which do not stop binge 
drinking. 

He said: “I am proposing to ban the 
consumption of alcohol on the Tube 
and will publish league tables on how 
councils are performing on cracking

She said: “It’s been hard work 
but it’s been so beneficial to my 
back and quite honestly the en¬ 
ergy it has given me has been 
fantastic. 

“I have noticed a massive dif¬ 
ference and I just love it - it’s so 
friendly and there is a little 
group of us who stay and have 
coffee afterwards.” 

The two year ALP aims to at¬ 
tract 2,500 members and is 
linked to a Sport England drive 
to get 4 per cent more over 45s 
exercising in Kingston by 2009. 

A directory of local clubs, 
classes and centres has been 
produced. 

ALP co-ordinator Grace 


Shorthouse said: “The obvious 
benefits are that people’s health 
and fitness improves - you can 
look and feel 10 years younger. 

“But the hidden benefits are 
that it is fun and you meet new 
people.

David Owens, Thames Water chief 
executive, said: “We not only accept¬ 
ed responsibility for the errors, 
alerting Ofwat as soon as we had be¬ 
come aware of them, but we also vol¬ 
untarily took all appropriate steps to 
investigate and rectify the failings 
and to compensate customers over 
and above the statutory require¬ 
ments.”

Struck by 
cyclist into 
busy road

Police officers in Kingston are 
being kept on “standby” instead 
of tackling illegal cycling on 
pavements, it was admitted this 
week. 

The claims came after Richard 
Butcher, 55, was knocked into a 
busy main road after being hit by 
a speedy cyclist on a pavement 
near Clarence Street. 

Mr Butcher was badly bruised 
and left in shock, and only es¬ 
caped major injury because cars 
were stopped at a red traffic light. 

After reporting it to police, he 
was outraged to be told that offi¬ 
cers would not be sent to the 
scene. 

Despite signs all over the town 
centre threatening cyclists with 
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£500 fines if they are caught, a 
Metropolitan Police spokesman 
claimed it was not a crime pa¬ 
trolling officers were looking out 
for and PCSOs had no power to 
arrest. 

He added: “The officers on the 
beat, we want to keep them out on 
patrol for as long as possible on 
standby. Their speciality is not in¬ 
vestigating road traffic colli¬ 
sions.” 

Mr Butcher had been to the cin¬ 
ema and was walking alone when 
the collision happened at 6.30pm 
on Saturday, April 12. 

Although the cyclist stopped 


and apologised, he cycled off 
again, staying on the pavement. 

After two phone calls to police, 
Mr Butcher was told to fill in a 
form and return to a station with¬ 
in seven days. 

Mr Butcher said: “Luckily the 
traffic lights weren’t on green or I 
wouldn’t be here now. 

“Imagine if it had been a child 
or an old person and they had 
been injured.” 

A Met Police spokesman said 
Mr Butcher’s experience was 
standard practice. 

Kingston police were unable to 
provide information on the num¬ 
ber of cyclists they have prose¬ 
cuted for riding illegally on 
pavements.

DVD release 
shows the 
way out of 
depression 


Could a DVD help beat depres¬ 
sion? South West London and St 
George’s (SWLSG) Mental 
Health Trust has created a 
Mood Manager DVD which al¬ 
lows patients to get advice and 
information on their condition 
in their own time. 

In the first initiative of its 
kind in this country, the DVD 
gives advice on how to take 
medication effectively, how to 
make small lifestyle changes to 
beat the blues, and techniques 
to tackle feelings of negativity 
and low self-esteem. The 
scheme has been rolled out 
across Wandsworth, with 
copies available at local phar¬ 
macies, including in Tamil and 
Urdu, and could soon be extend¬ 
ed to other boroughs. 

With conflicting stories in the 
media about antidepressants, 
people are growing increasing¬ 
ly fearful and sceptical about 
their benefits and as a result are 
not taking them properly 

Dr Chris Gilleard, head of 
psychology at SWLSG and an 
expert on depression, says: “Ap¬ 
proximately three-quarters of 
people who are prescribed an¬ 
tidepressants either don’t take 
them, take them and then stop, 
stop and start them, or stop 
them early. 

“This happens for three main 
reasons: a fear of becoming ad¬ 
dicted, the side effects - which 
include diarrhoea, difficulty 
sleeping and more anxiety but 
usually subside after a couple of 
weeks - and a notion that tak¬ 
ing medication is a sign of per¬ 
sonal weakness. 

“The DVD provides more in¬ 
formation about how they can 
help themselves effectively, and 
additional techniques to help 
them in recovering.” 

Depression is one of the 
world’s most common illnesses, 
cutting across every age, class 
and ethnic group. Treatment is 
usually a combination of medi¬ 
cation, therapy, exercise and 
activity 

Research shows depression 
has a “scarring effect”. Every 
time a patient has an episode, it 
lowers the threshold for the 
next time so it takes less and 
less to trigger the same feelings. 
In other words, it is vital the

first episode is treated as well as 
possible. 

The Mood Manager is specifi¬ 
cally designed for people pre¬ 
scribed antidepressants for the 
first time, to encourage them to 
make a full and long-lasting 
recovery Doctors are also work¬ 
ing with libraries to recom¬ 
mend books on issues such as 
anxiety, panic and insomnia. 

Dr Gilleard says: “Lots of peo¬ 
ple don’t get enough informa¬ 
tion about depression and its 
treatment in their initial con¬ 
sultation with their GR It is rel¬ 
atively short and it really takes 
plucking up courage to do it - 
maybe you’ll break down in 
front of the doctor 

“It’s a difficult step to take, to 
seek help, and there are lots of 
things you would have liked to 
have said that you didn’t think 
of at the time. 

“I think it’s important people 
know there are resources out 
there to help. Nobody should 
suffer from depression alone.”

Depression Facts 


Depression will affect one in five 
people in their lifetime. Symp¬ 
toms include feelings of hope¬ 
lessness, anxiety, tiredness, low 
self-esteem, sleeping problems 
and physical aches and pains. 

If you think you might be de¬ 
pressed, don’t be afraid. The 
vast majority of people who are 
depressed will make a full re¬ 
covery after appropriate treat¬ 
ment. 

Talk to a close friend or rela¬ 
tive about how you are feeling. 


You should also visit your fam¬ 
ily doctor, who is used to treat¬ 
ing people with depression. He 
or she may suggest taking med¬ 
ication, or visiting a counsellor 
or therapist.

Sheltered residents can expect a Candidate Boris gives off 
better standard after house closure ‘the stink of hypocrisy’ 


The recommendation to dis¬ 
pose of Yew Tree House was 
made by a cross-party work¬ 
ing group on the future of 
sheltered housing in the bor¬ 
ough, which I led. We spent 
over a year looking at all the 
sheltered housing schemes, 
some of which are excellent, 
but some of which offer a 
poor standard for tenants. 

We agreed a minimum 
standard should be applied, 
specifically that sheltered 
tenants should not have to 
share lavatories and bath¬ 
rooms, as well as improved 
accessibility standards for 
all new schemes, and then 
looked at the costs of up¬ 
grading schemes as needed. 

Many of the bedsitter 


schemes with shared facili¬ 
ties had proved hard to let 
and could only be filled by 
lowering the applicable age 
and accepting applicants 
from outside the borough. 

Yew Tree House was uneco¬ 
nomic to upgrade and so we 
recommended disposal, in 
order to fund improvements 
elsewhere. 

This was the recommenda¬ 
tion before the end of last 
year, so before housing was 
actively looking at disposals 
to raise much-needed capital. 

The timing of consultation 
with tenants is difficult be¬ 
cause of the need to avoid 
worrying elderly tenants un¬ 
necessarily

talked to all the tenants in 
Yew Tree House only when 
we were confident that the 
recommendation would be 
accepted. 

All the tenants will be of¬ 
fered new accommodation 
and financial compensation 
for the disruption and I am 
confident that they will be 
well supported in their 
move. 

Ideally, we would only close 
an empty scheme but this 
represents an unrealistic 
delay, so officers will work 
hard to minimise the distress 
of the tenants.

Dance school waltzes 
off to its new home

Surbiton’s longest running dance 
school has been saved from a cer¬ 
tain demise, after finding a new 
home at St Mark’s church hall. 

The Margaret Barnes School of 
Dance, which turns 100 this year, 
had been told it had to leave Clare¬ 
mont Hall by July because it was 
being sold by St Raphael’s Church. 

After a frantic search for new 
premises, details are now being ar¬ 
ranged for when it can start using 
its new hall in St Mark’s Hill. 

But the offer has come with a 
major warning, as the hall is 
planned to be demolished and re¬ 
built over the next few years. 

The St Andrew’s and St Mark’s 
sites are set to undergo a multi-mil¬ 
lion pound development, knocking 
down both halls, extending an 
annex to the churches and building 
new housing on the site. 

Reverend David Houghton said: 
“We are happy to welcome them for 
as long as we can with the present 
agreement and we hope we can 
make new facilities for them. But 
there is bound to be a break while 
the work is done.” 

Dance instructor Alison Coulson- 
Smith added: “I don’t know how 
long it is going to be standing but we 
are just feeling lucky that we have 
got somewhere for next term. 

“We’ll probably have the same 
problem again if they decide to de¬ 
stroy the whole thing. We’re just 
glad it’s not imminent.”

Rebecca Romero insists only 
gold will do at this summer’s 
Olympic Games if she wants 
to be accepted in to the British 
cycling fraternity. 

The 2004 Athens Olympics 
rowing silver medallist will 
arrive in Beijing as favourite 
for the women’s 3,000m indi¬ 
vidual pursuit after beating 
American world champion 
Sarah Hammer to win gold at 
last month’s World Champi¬ 
onships. 

The former Kingston Row¬ 
ing Club member, who quit 
rowing because of a back in¬ 
jury in 2006, won two of 
Britain’s nine gold medals, 
setting a world record time 
with Cheam 19-year-old 
Joanna Rowsell and Wendy 
Houvenaghel in the team 
event. 

But the Carshalton-born 
Romero revealed the likes of 
Olympic champion Chris Hoy 
and world and Common¬ 
wealth champion Victoria 
Pendleton would soon forget 
her unless she repeats the 
trick in the Far East. 

“In cycling it’s all about gold 
- anything less is acknowl¬ 
edged but nothing more,” said 
28-year-old Romero. 

“Last year, when I got a sil¬ 
ver medal at the worlds, I got a 
pat on the back and it was 
never mentioned again. 

“That is something I like 
because when there is that 
aura of gold and it is the only 
thing the team accepts, every¬ 
one steps up to that challenge. 

“We will be going for gold all 
the way in Beijing. 


“You are only as good as 
your next race. 

“The ultimate target this 
year is the Olympics. 

“Sometimes when you win 
it's easy to just say we will 
carry on doing the same 
thing, but that is not necessar¬ 
ily the right thing to do.” 

Romero appears to be on 
course to become the first 
woman to win Olympic 
medals in two different 


sports, but she insists victory 
in Manchester gives her no 
divine right to gold in Beijing. 

“I don’t have a problem with 
being the favourite,” she 
added. 

“It depends on what kind of 
personality you are and how 
you deal with it. 

“You are being tested physi¬ 
cally as an athlete, but the 
mental capacity is tested as 
well. 


“It is going to get harder 
from now on. The worlds were 
a hard enough test, but it is all 
to play for again. 

“Manchester was fantastic, 
but it doesn’t guarantee me a 
medal in Beijing. I need to go 
there and get it.”
